Spite the fact that members of 
Teamsters Warehousemen’s 860 
crossed their picket lines. 

And the idea is being spread 
around that it’s all right to 
shop at Penney’s despite the 
fact that Penney’s is still non- 
union in Alameda County and 
almost everywhere else in the 
US. 

The ILWU is still on strike 
against the Colgate-Palmolive 
Co. in Berkeley, and some AFL- 
CIO unions are keeping mum 
on the boycott of Colgate- 
Palmolive products because of 
the raiding policies of the ILWU 
leadership. 

All this shows lack of labor 
unity. It ignores the basic prin- 
ciple that union members have 
to stick together in their strug- 
gles for better wages and condi- 
tions—despite the policy differ- 
ences of their leaders.

CLC also hears report on 
Ford Foundation grant 


The Central Labor Council voted unanimously Monday night 
to support Dr. Robert Nolan of the Oakland Board of Education 
in his fight against interim appointments. 

Dr. Nolan, elected with organized labor’s endorsement, charged 
last week that the Oakland school board defies democratic ends 
by filling vacancies through mid-term appointments. 

: Those appointed then have the advantage of running as 
incumbents. In recent years, they have always been re-elected, 
Dr. Nolan pointed out. 

In a report to CLC delegates, Richard K. Groulx, assistant 
secretary, indicated he believes the maneuver is deliberate. 

Latest to resign is Mrs. Majorie Hirschler. Her resignation 
becomes effective Dec. 31. 

Groulx charged that Board Chairman Barney Hilburn planned 
to adjourn the meeting before Dr. Nolan could protest last week. 

The labor council approved Dr. Nolan’s four point program 
to keep the school board from being “self-perpetuating”—with the 
exception of one that Mrs. Hirschler be persuaded to remain. 

Groulx was scheduled to attend this Tuesday’s school board 
meeting to. present the CLC position. The motion to support Dr. 
Nolan was made by Fred Brooks of Printing Pressmen and 
Assistants 125.

FORD FOUNDATION GRANT 


Labor’s objections that a proposed $2 million Ford Foundation 
grant to ease minority group problems in Oakland have gained 
some sympathy from Paul Ylvesaker, foundation representative, 
Groulx said. 

As explained by Groulx at last week”s CLC meeting, the grant 
leaves out urban renewal and adequate job finding provisions. 
Groulx said this week the situation looks better, but the outcome 
remains to be seen.

SUPERINTENDENT of Schools 
Selmer Bere is quoted in the 
Oakland Tribune as saying it 
would cost $3,250,000 per year in 
teachers’ salaries and $4,400,000 
for “portable” classrooms to cut 
class sizes to 25 in grades one 
through nine. 

However, Berg recited figures 
to show that the average class 
size was cut by four pupils in 
grades one through six between 
1950 and 1960—from 35 to 31 in 
the first three grades and from 
36 to 32 in the next three. 

This would seem to be an ad- 
mission that class sizes can be 
reduced without tremendous 
budget increases. 

Maybe one solution would be 
to cut administrators’ salaries 
(and administrators).

2. Eligible to Vote at Local 
Hlection, Sec. 124—No member 
shall vote at any election of any 
description unless he has been 


‘& member in good standing in 


the local union where the vote 
is being taken for a period of 
One year prior to the date of 
election. 

3. Helpers and/or Apprentices, 
Sec. 154—Apprentices at the ex- 
piration of their apprenticeship 
shall make application for and 
Pass a satisfactory examination 
by the Examining Board of the 
local union before being trans- 
ferred to membership as jour- 
neymen, the General Office to 
be notified of this action for 


the purpose of maintaining 
proper records. Apprentices ad- 
mitted to membership in local 
unions of journeymen shall be 
entitled to all of the monetary 
benefits of the United Associa- 
tion and, as learners, they will 
be entitled to attend meetings 
of such local unions but without 
voice or vote except where this 
is necessary to comply with fed- 
eral, state and/or provincial 
laws. 

4, Honorable Withdrawal 
Cards, Sec. 175—Any member of 
the United Association who en- 
ters business legitimately for 
himself or who holds a financial 
interest in any business directly 
connected with the plumbing 
and pipefitting industry and 
who desires to maintain his 
membership in the United As- 
sociation in order to keep his 
monetary benefits shall not have 
the right to voice or vote or to 
take any part in the official 
affairs of the local union.

Cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment of injured members has 
occurred primarily because cau- 
tious investigators held up pay- 
ments while seeking more com- 
plete information. 

We have excellent attorneys to 
represent our local. You can con- 
sult with them free of charge 
at the 550 office by appointment. 
There is a fee if you have them 
handle a case for you. 

I will appreciate being notified 
of every injury case so we can 
follow through and make sure 
our members get the service and 
assistance due them under the 
law. 

Special Meetings: The plastic 
and prefit door shops had their 
meetings last week, and those 
attending had plenty of oppor- 
tunity to make suggestions for 
the next contract negotiations. 
San Jose Local 262 sent a dele- 
gation to each meeting headed 
by their business agent John 
Rebiero. In January the shop 
stewards from these shops will 
have a special meeting to help 
put these proposals into contract 
language for negotiations. 

Problems: Companies delin- 
quent on health and welfare and 
pension payments are being 
called in for hearings, which I 
have to attend. We also have 
a few wage cases before the 
labor commissioners. 

When I took office I started 
swinging a new broom around 
and learned a lot in the process. 
The main thing is that the older 
members of the union have to 
set examples for the newer 
members and help keep tighter 
control of compliance with our 
contract. Otherwise, we have no 
time for work that is important 
on general problems. 

For instance, this week we 
have meetings with two school 
administrators regarding our 
program and for keeping school 
fixture work in the state. We 
have a meeting on apprentice- 
ship for plastics that is import- 
ant enough to bring in Anthony 
Ramos to represent the State 
Council. Then add a wage claim 
hearing, a delinquency hearing 
and an NLRB hearing. All are 
important, all take time.

For the first time in California 
history, state government is 
making strides in low cost hous- 
ing for senior citizens in Califor- | 
nia, Perry Nethington, assistant 
chief of the State Division of 
Housing, said in Berkeley, 

Speaking before the Berkeley 
Jewish Senior Citizens Commit- 
tee, Nethington praised Gov- 
ernor Edmund G. (Pat) Brown’s 
administration for taking the 
lead in a $100 million bond issue 
to finance low rent housing for 
the elderly. 

He said no previous adminstra 
tion in California had given con- 
sideration to the housing needs 
of the elderly. 


Nethington also cited: 


“The repeal of certain statu- | 


tory provisions of the State 
Housing Act and the establish- 
ment of a new act which pro- 
vides for administrative 
and regulations covering con- 
struction, maintenance, use and 
occupancy of apartment houses, 
hotels and dwellings. 

The creation of an eleven 
member Governor's Advisory 
Commission on Housing Prob- 


lems, and statutory requirements | 


for extensions to the unincor- 
porated areas of provisions re- 
lating to dwellings. 

“Other areas of- significant 
new strides,” Nethington said, 
“were prohibition of discrimina- 
tion in public financed housing, 
the enactment of the first Fair 
Employment Practice laws in | 
California history, and the ban | 
of employment discrimination 
against the elderly.” 


Nethington said social welfare

sions to $100 a month, plus a 
hike from $115 to $165 for special | 
needs. These have a direct re- | 
lationship in assisting the el- 
derly in ability to pay for hous- | 
ing, he said.

Weinberger was one of those accused by Goodie Knight of 
being a Nixon stooge during the recent hassle over 65,000 
copies of the California Republican News which virtually 
ignored the party's three other gubernatorial candidates. 

Goodie called this “the kind of machine politics and bossism 
that the people of California ought to know about and reject.” 

We agree! 

Another phase of Republican machine politics came to light 
last week when State Senator John F. McCarthy charged that 
four GOP big wheels offered him backing for the office of 
state controller if he would quit the race for lieutenant governor, 

When challenged to name the party kingmakers in this 
deal, McCarthy backed down.

We intend no reflection upon Mrs. Majorie Hirschler, who 
has chosen to resign for reasons of her own, or upon any 
of the public spirited citizens who have given their time and 
talents to help legislate policies for our schools. 

But we feel that Dr. Nolan, as the first non-incumbent 
elected in recent years with the backing of organized labor and 
without that of the Oakland Tribune, is especially qualified to 
speak out. 

Referring to the fact that school board members often quit 
in mid-term to be replaced by appointees who are then easily 
elected as incumbents, Dr. Nolan said. 

“This is not the kind of practice which fosters the optimal 
effectiveness of a democracy.” 

He added, incidentally, that a newly appointed board 
member may not feel free to differ or examine issues inde- 
pendently. He owes his allegiance to the other board members 
who appointed him, rather than to the voters. 

Dr. Nolan is one of the only four non-incumbents elected 
in the last 12 years. The other 10 were appointed and later 
reelected, without exception, as incumbents. A fact of life in 
politics is that the incumbent has a better chance of winning. 

This problem, of course, isn’t confined to Oakland, or to 
school boards. Perhaps the problem is more serious in Oakland, 
however. 

At any rate, it isn’t too much to ask those we elect—whether 
they were originally appointees or not—to serve out their terms 
until election time rolls around. Then we can choose from the 
field of candidates which offers itself to the voters. 

School matters are vital, and the power to levy the com- 
munity’s largest single tax is involved. 

Since Mrs. Hirschler has stuck to her determination to 
resign, we feel that the school bard should consider Dr. Nolan's 
alternate suggestions. 

Of these, the best one seems to us to be the appointment 
of a prominent, public spirited citizen who would not seek re- 
election in 1963.

“The Public Interest in Na- 
tional Labor Policy” is the sub- 
ject of a 160-page report issued 
Sunday by an independent labor 
study group headed by Dr. Clark 
Kerr, president of the University 
of California, after nearly two 
years of work. 

Recommendations relating to 
the policies of government, un- 
ions and employers are advanced 
by the nine member group, 
which was set up as an inde- 
pendent body with independent 


Economic Development (CED). 
The report finds a transforma- 

tion is under way in labor prob- 

lems but that no “crisis” exists 


as evidenced by the diminishing 
number of working days lost due 
|to strikes over recent years. 

It adds, however, that changes 
are required to improve the 
functioning of the present sys- 
tems for union organization and 
collective bargaining and to aid 
in the adaptation of these sys- 
tems to new problems. 

Important recommendations 
in a number of vital areas of 
national labor policy are pro- 
posed, but a major theme of 
the Kerr group’s report is the 
need to hald the “drift” toward 
excessive regulatory detail by 
government. 


SELF-DETERMINATION 


The Kerr group’s report spe- 
cifically recommends protection 
of the right to organize and to 
use the “self-determination 
principle” in ascertaining the 
wishes on union representation 
of public civilian employees, hos- 
pital workers and some others 
now largely outside the area of 
union representation. 

Is says, however, that organ- 
ized public employees especially 
must find means other than the 
strike as a primary tactic in 
bargaining. As far as state and 
local government employees are 
concerned, the report states 
they should be brought into the 
collective bargaining system “by 
action at the state level or, 
where appropriate, by local gov- 
ernment.” 

The report urges the halting 
of importation of farm workers 
from other countries and pro- 
poses that minimum wages and 
conditions for migrant workers 
be set through a wage board 
system. It also strongly recom- 
mends that special efforts be 
made, supported by federal 
funds, “to improve educational 
opportunities for the children of 
migrant farm workers.” 

The report adds that employ- 
ees in interstate commerce now 
excluded “from federal law by 
administrative standards should 
be covered, and the National 
Labor Relations Board should 
be provided funds and should 
take administrative steps to 
make this possible.”

With regard to coercion, the 
group makes corrective proposals 
directed at both employers and 
unions. 

The report then turns to the 
“serious concern” expressed by 
economists and public officials 
in recent years over the pos- 
sibility that wage settlements in 
collective bargaining may have 
been a factor in producing and 
sustaining inflation. 

The group asserts that nu- 
merous factors in the economy 
have contributed to inflation, 
and that evidence on union re- 
sponsibility for inflation is in- 
conclusive. 

Among the factors other than

agreements which might con- 
tribute to price inflation, the 
group says, are possible biases 
in official price indexes which 
do not adequately take into con- 
sideration “quality improve- 
ments in the products and serv- 
ices priced;” the “exploitation of 
old monoply positions” by indus- 
try; the “rigid adherence by 
management to fixed wage-price 
relationships;” “downward in- 
flexibility of some prices in 
markets where demand was 
weak” and the “bidding up of 
salaries of managerial, technical 
and scientific personnel not cov- 
ered by collective bargaining.” 
The group also calls attention 
to the fact that “only about one- 
third of the wage and salary 
workers in the economy during 
this period (of inflationary 
price tendencies) were covered 
by collective bargaining and did 
not necessarily set the pace for 
the rest.” 
AUTOMATION 


The Kerr group report points 
to the gains brought by auto- 
mation and effective use of man- 
power but emphasizes as well 
the importance of “learning 
how to adjust to change.” Gov- 
ernment should help unions, 
management and _ individuals 
meet the problems of transition 
satisfactorily, it declares. 


@ The group strongly defends 
the concept of individual free- 
dom as it is applied in union 
organization and collective bar- 
gaining. It adds, however, that 
“completely unrestrained indi- 
vidual freedom is available only 
in a Robinson Crusoe setting.” 

e@ The group speaks strongly 
in favor of penalizing either 
labor organizations or corpora- 
tions guilty of racial discrimina- 
tion. It holds that unions which 
discriminate should not be cer- 
tified as exclusive bargaining 
agents and employers discrim- 
inating should not be given gov- 
ernment contracts. 


e@ The report also declares 
that union members “should not 
be compelled to support political 
expenditures of their unions, 
especially when union member- 
ship is compulsory.”

NEW BILL ‘EFFORT 
TO HOG-TIE LABOR’ 


Editor, Labor Journal: 

Organized labor, saddled with 
Taft-Hartley and Kennedy- 
Landrum-Griffin slave labor 
laws, is menaced with more anti- 
labor legislation through a bill 
sponsored by Senator John Mc- 
Clellan, that dean of southern 
Dixiecrats, whose chief stock in 
trade is investigating militant 
trade unions as a pretex to 
further hog-tie organized labor. 
These southern characters, the 
Eastlands, Smiths, McClellans, 
etc., by their seniority in Con- 
gress are perennial chairmen of 
powerful congressional commit- 
tees, which comes about by their 
being re-elected time and again 
in southern states where segre- 
gation laws and poll taxes, pre- 
vent Negroes and poor whites 
from exercising their constitu- 
tional right to vote. Represent- 
ing powerful interests, they are 
anti-labor as well as segrega- 
tionists, anti-social progress 
(civil rights, care for the aged, 
minimum wage laws, etc.), 
against anything that cuts into 
the profits of those people they 
serve. “What’s good for NAM 
is good for the country,” could 
be their slogan in disguise. 

This latest bill would make it 
a federal crime to stage a strike 
that affects interstate trans- 
portation, punishable by a $50,- 
000 fine and a year in jail, and 
comes as a result of the unity 
of the ILWU and the Teamsters 
Union in contract negotiations 
with warehouse employers, 
bringing decent wage gains and 
conditions for their members. 
This labor unity is a Communist 
conspiracy in the eyes of labor- 
hating Dixiecrats, as when re- 
cently Teamster President 
Jimmy Hoffa under questioning 
by McClellan was asked if he 
didn’t know that the ILWU was 
“Communist-dominated.” Hoffa, 
himself a victim of smear, did 
not bite but answered that 
“Harry Bridges is trying to help 
the labor movement, and you 
are trying to hurt it.” 

Thus, it is the fighting, con- 
troversial union leader who is 
hounded with subpoenas, depor- 
tation trials and congressional 
investigating committees. They 
are not the respectable labor 
statesmen Big Business loves. 

Secretary Tom Pitts and Cali- 
fornia Labor Federation leaders 
should be commended in their 
striving for labor unity, on their 
recommendation to the AFLCIO 
to re-admit the Teamsters into 
the House of Labor. The Carpen- 
ters should be commended in 
their call for an all-labor con- 
ference on the political front. 

Daniel Del Carlo, former sec- 
retary of the San Francisco 
Building Trades Council, should 
be commended for calling for all 
labor to support striking Mine- 
Mill workers in Idaho; Harry 
Bridges and the ILWU for their 
support of UAW Local 1031 in 
its recent strike against General 
Motors Corp; Robert Ash, sec- 
retary of the Central Labor 
Council, for his turndown of 
“right-to-work” Christian Anti- 
Communist Crusaders. 

This is the kind of solidarity 
needed to defeat the anti-labor 
attempts of Big Business mouth- 
pieces in Congress and their 
allies, the Welch Birch-ites, the 
Crusaders and Big Business 
itself, in their scheme to make 
of free labor a Hitler Labor 
Front in America.
